guilty to contravening the Game 
Act Both were fined $10.00 and 
costs, or in default of payment, 
30 days in jail

Voluntary Registration 
of Canadian Women 


The following news letter was 
prepared by the Convenor of Pub- 
licity, Voluntary Registration of 
Canadian Women: 

“The Voluntary Registration of 
Canadian Women is taking place 
throughout the whole province of Al- 
berta. Women everywhere realize 
that this registration is a survey 
of the qualifications of Canadian 
women rather than their enlistment 
for active work, It has been made 
clear by the V.R.C.W. that if a 
woman has registered and volun- 
teered for a certain type of work, 
but finds that sometime later she is 
unable to qualify, then the registra- 
tion is not binding. But women 
everywhere are seeing more clearly 
their individual responsibilities in 
bringing about conditions that will 
help to change the world to the sort 
of place in which we would like to 
live. Women who have homes and 
families to care for ure not expected 
to neglect their nearest duties tor 
work far afield. There is no more 
important work for women to do 
than that of caring lovingly and 
thoughtfully for their families and 
homes, but all women in the Nation- 
al Crisis are anxious to contribute 
their services totheir country, The 
V.R.C.W. registration form will be 
an indication of what additional help 
a Canadian woman might be able to 
give if the occasion urose, and her 
circumstances have not changed in 
the meantime. By registering with 
the V.R.C.W. women will not be re- 
moved from the work they are al- 
ready doing, unless they themselves 
would so desire. 

When the forms are signed they 
will be card-indexed.
